Cbicago Suffering from th e H eat—

Thom as A. H endricks.

IN M EM ORY O F H EN D R IC K S. 


T h e M on u m en t to th e D ea d S tatesm an 
U n v eiled a t In d ia n a p o lis. 
I n d ia n a p o li s , Ju ly 1st —The day for unveil- 
iD g H endricks’ m onum ent daw ned clear and 
hot, but w ith a good breeze blowing, aud the 
earliest trains began to pour crow ds into the 
city, and it w as early apparent th at the crowd 
would be the largest ever assem bled in Indian­ 
apolis. 
Governor Cam pbell of Ohio and party, and 
Governor H ill aud party of New York arrived 
yesterday, aud am ong the earliest arrivals to­ 
day was Governor F rancis of Missouri. About 
every civil and m ilitary organization in Indiana 
and m any from Ohio, Illinois, K entucky and 
Missouri are represented. 
' 
The m ovem ent w hich culm inated to-day in 
the unveiling by Mrs H endricks of the m onu­ 
m ent to h er dead husband was a non-partisan 
one, w hich had its inception December 7 ,1885, 
in a m eeting of th e representative citizens of 
Indianapolis of all ponies. 
T he m onum ent 
stands on the southw est com er of the Capitol 
grounds. 
The parade formed at 1 o'clock. 
It w as com­ 
posed of civic and m ilitary organizations, the 
Governors of Ohio. Indiana. New Y'ork and 
Missouri, th eir stalls and m any notable public 
m en. 
The procession was a m ile and a halt 
long. 
At the m onum ent an am phitheater had been 
erected for distingnished guests aud a chorus 
of 10,000 school children. 


T H E EXERCISES. 
T he exercises were opened w ith a patriotic 
song by th e chorus. 
Governor Hovey then 
m ade a brief speech of welcome. 
Judge R and. President of 
the H endricks 
M onum ent Association, briefly review ed the 
history of 
the m onum ent, 
and Rev. Dean 
Jencks. of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, invoked 
divine blessing. 
G eneral Sickles, of New Y'ork, then cam e for­ 
w ard and on behalf of Tam m gny H all pre­ 
sented to Mrs. H endricks a handsom e m em orial 
w reath, accom panying the presentation w ith a 
b rief speech, eulogisifc of the dead statesm an. 
Mrs. H endricks, who was attired in deep black 
w ith long m ourning veil, stepped forward and 
w ith a deep bow and a few words, which were 
drow ned in the noise of the crow d endeavor­ 
ing to catch a glim pse of the honored woman, 
accepted the m em orial. 
Judge Rand then took Mrs. H endricks' arm 
and escorted her to the base of the m onum ent/ 
w here she drew the veil o f national colors from 
the bronze figure of h er husband, am id the 
shouts of the vast throng &Ld the booming of 
cannon. 
ODE TO HEND RICKS. 
Jam es W hitcomb Riley, th e poet, read the fol­ 
lowing ode, composed by him self: 
Pride of thy W estland and loved of the nation! 
Leader invincible! R uler m ost wise! 
F'evered r o r flushed by the throng's acclam a­ 
tion, 
Steadfastly poised as a star in th e skies!

TH E ORATION. 
Senator Turple then delivered the oration of 
the day. “ It Is very difficult,” said the orator, 
” to draw parallels between m en of distinction. 
Even those best known m ay approach each 
other at few points of resem blance. In one trait 
of both m ental and m oral character H endricks 
m ay be com pared, am ong the ancients, w ith 
th a t illu-trinus A thenian who was callea The 
Just. To deal justly w ith all m en; to think 
justly of others, seem ed iu him u o t so m uch a 
m atter of obligation as a habit of nature. This 
was especially the case in respect to those 
whom at any tim e he felt called upon to oppose 
or to denounce. Indeed, his efforts as a disput­ 
ant were never m ore effective th au at the in­ 
stant when, having fully stated the proposition 
of an adversary, often iu stronger and better 
term s than he him self had used, he turned to 
expose its failure, its fallacy, and to com plete 
its overthrow . Som ething was due—was usu­ 
ally given to m agnanim ity so am ple: w hat was 
deem ed concession becam e th e way to con­ 
quest. 
“ He was truly a m an of varied learning and 
attainm ents, full also of that wisdom uubor- 
rowed from the schools; patient, kindly, per­ 
sistent, brave, not distrustful of fortune, wil­ 
ling, for the cause w hich he espoused, to put 
all th at m ea lawfully m ay to the hazard; and 
of a fixed fidelity to principle w hich brooked 
in it* course neither despair nor discourage­ 
m ent. 
"W e unveil here tc-iay this m onum ental 
figure, rem inding us o f his liie aud presence; 
in the goodly fellowship of these storied em ­ 
blem s of the adm inistration of law, and of his­ 
tory, w herein he bore so large a part. 
His fame 
depends ui>on m aterial yet m ore enduring, the 
fabric of bis words and works, ennobled by the 
patriotic alm s to w hich they related. 
"To genius belongs the hereafter. In the vast 
halls of the future its greetings are heard, its 
audiences are held; posterity throngs to the re­ 
ception. 
In th eir im d-t it moves, clad w ith a 
radiant nim bus of glory, and neither tim e, nor 
chance, nor change, nor things past nor pres­ 
ent, nor things to com e, oi w hatever m om ent, 
m ay dim or tarnish its unfading splendor." 
At the conclusion of the address, brief re­ 
m arks were m ade by Governors H ill, Francis 
and Campbell, aud alter benediction by Bishop 
C hatard, the assem blage dispersed.

California cham ­ 
pagne is better th an French cham pagnes, and it 
n often called for in some ot the best clubs in 
London. I believe that iu a few years California 
w ill be the wine-producing country ofthe world. 
T he F rench have been handling vineyards so 
long th at they cau get a better quality of grajies 
th an the Californians, but the A m ericans are 
im proving, and it is only am a tte ro i tim e before 
they w ill be at the top. C alifornia has one ad­ 
vantage—it can raise a crop 
grapes every 
year, w hile the clim ate of France allows only 
one good vintage every seven years. Five years 
from now California vineyards w ill be more 
valuable thau those of France.”

SEA T TLE’S B A D LUC K . 


A n o th er D isastrou s C on flagration in th e 
B u sin ess S ection . 


S e a t t l e , July 1st.—A fire broke out to-night 
in a row of two-story corrugated iron buildings 
on the west 6ide of West street, between Colum­ 
bia and M arion streets, on the w ater front, oc­ 
cupied principally by wholesale houses, and be­ 
fore it was put out h alf a block was burned aud 
8100 000 worth of property destroyed. 
The fire originated Irom some unknow n cause 
in S. R. Stew art’s wholesale commission house, 
the second store from the corner of Marion street. 
The flames had m ade good headw ay before 
ley were discovered by the engineer of a traiii 
on the Beattie, Lr.ke Bhore and Eastern, which 
runs in th e rear of the row. The engineer blew 
w histles of alarm , but as noone thought to turn 
In an alarm of tire, th e departm ent did not re­ 
spond for nearly ten m inutes. By th is tim e the 
whole building was in llames. 
T he flames spread w ith great rapidity to that 
part of the building occupied by Knapp, Burrell 
<Si Co., agricultural im plem ents, to th e north of 
Stew art's. 
It took but a m om ent for the whole 
inflam m able s ock to ignite. 
W hen the 
Are 
departm ent 
arrived 
four 
stream s were laid from the city engines and h y ­ 
drants, but there was no force to tne stream s 
and the tire m ocked the efforts of the firemen, 
who stood holding the im potent nozzles in th tir 
hands. 
In the bu lding north ol Stew art's was N. A. 
Sanborn, commission m erchant, and n ex t on 
th e east were the rooms of Charles Powers aud 
the M echanics’ Mill Company. 
There was no tim e to save the s!ocks. 
One of these stores was th e printing office of 
Koch A Oakley, w hich m et th e general fate. 
To the east ot the stores m entioned was an 
eight-foot alley and then another row of stores. 
H ere the fight was m ade to cheek the tiaiues. 
J. M. Coleman, w ho owns rows on both sides 
of the street, had nearly com pleted a private 
w ater system of nis own, but part of the pioes 
had not been connected, peeing th a tth e c ity hy­ 
drants could do no good, the force was put to 
work to connect these pipes, and at 9 o clock 
the works were finished and the pum ps were 
put to work pum pingsalt w ater from the harbor. 
Two stream s were laid, and by turning them 
into the alley the llames w ere cheeked in th at 
direction. 
In the m eantim e three city engines h ad been 
p ut to work pum ping from the bay, saving the 
rows on the north side of M arion street and the 
east side of West street, w hich had ignited in 
several places from the intense heat aud flying 
brands, and in subduing the flames w hich were 
still raging in Colem an row. At 9:45 they suc­ 
ceeded in doing this. 
The fire departm ent also placed an engine on 
the w harf and threw tw o stream s of salt w ater 
into the heart of the fire and helped drow n it 
out. 
At 9:20 the fire was com pletely under control, 
and at 9:30 It was out. 
The ow ners estim ate the aggregate loss at 
8109,500; insurance, 849,000. The underw riters 
estim ate the loss at 8S3.00 •; insurance, 823,000.

ers, Jam ison and the rest are also held in S15.0U0 
bail. 
In holding the m en to answ er, Judge Rix 
said 
hat, w hatever m ay have occurred, the 
Golden Gate Club, as a club, knew nothing of 
it. They w ouldn’t tolerate anything so out­ 
rageous; wouldn’t countenance anything so in ­ 
hum an. From the evidence, the club is com ­ 
posed m aiuly of gentlem en. Two m en were 
perm itted to come in by Jam ison; w hether to 
settle a grudge or to light for a prize is question­ 
able. The defendants ate charged with m ur­ 
der. T here is a State law against prize figbtinz. 
There is a great dtflerence betw een a boxing 
m atch and a fight to a finish. From the testi­ 
m ony in this case, two m en stood up and 
fought, urged by the bystanders, u n til oue co n ­ 
testant was unable fo move—th at is, to a finish. 
They were two poor, w eak, unscientific men. 
The defense have proved th a t McBride was 
w eak aud suffering w ith B right's disease and 
o th er ailm ents. In the beginning of the fight 
his nose was broken, and the blood flowed into 
his lungs. 
He fought u n til he was exhausted 
and then tell to the floor, dying in a short tim e 
and w ithout gaining consciousness. 
Anybody 
who saw the contest m ust have known the con­ 
dition of the participants, yet stood by ar.d saw 
the life beaten out ot McBride. 
It was the most 
brutal aud inhum an affair of the kind th at ever 
took place in the city and county. "I agree 
w ith Chief Crowley and the m inisters of the 
Gospel lu th eir strictures on prize fighting. 
They are right, and I shall try and help them 
stop it w henever an opportunity is offered m e.”

SCHOOLS IN THE SOUTH. 


S ta te S u p erin ten d en t H o llt G ives an E x ­ 
c e lle n t A cco u n t o f T h e m , 
Ira G. H oitt, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, returned on 
Sunday from 
Southern California, where he had been to 
attend the annual m eeting of the State 
Norm al School Trustees at Lcs Angeles, 
and the graduation exercises of that insti­ 
tution. 
He also attended the graduating 
exercises of the Lt s Angeles High School, 
and visited the Orphan Asylum in charge 
of the Sisters at Santa Barbara. 
In conversation with a R e c o rd -U n io n 
reporter Mr. H oitt said the Normal School 
at Los Angeles is doing good work. Thirty- 
two pupils graduated last Wednesday, with 
credit to themselves and the school.’ Four 
others took past gruduate coutse diplomas, 
and are now prepared to leach iu High 
Schools. 
The Gymnasium and Manual Training 
buiiding, provided for by the las’. Legis- 
laluae, is nearly completed. 
It is a fine 
structure, and a great as well as a much- 
needed addition to the school. The gradu­ 
ates from that school have no d tfbultv in 
finding positions as teacheis. 
In fact, the 
entire educational spirit of Los Angeles 
county is in favor of trained teachers, and 
fully seventy-five per cent, of the teachers 
are Normal graduates, or teachers who have 
had special training for their work. 
The gradnating exercises of the Los A n­ 
geles H ieh School were of a high order, 
and called out au immeuse audience. The 
city is fast completing the last of fourteen 
new school buildings, which will give 174 
class rooms, and enable the Board to dis­ 
pense with half day classes. 
The new 
High School building will cost at least 
$75.000. The people will soon be justly 
proud of their school accommodations, as 
they ate now of the condition of their 
schools. 
"M y visit at Santa Barbara,” said Mr. 
H oitt, “ was short and satisfactory. 1 went 
there to visit the orphans in the St. Vin­ 
cent’s school, and I couVl find nothing 
about the institu’ion to condemn. 
The 
girls are neat and clean ; the course of study 
is quite like that pursued in the pnblic 
schools except the religious instruction. 
The girls are taught to do plain and fancy 
sewing, to do housework of ail kinds, to 
prepare and ory fruit, and to make them ­ 
selves generally useful. Every part of the 
institution, from dorm itory to kitchen, 
was in perfect order. 
There are fifty-three 
girls in the institution drawing support 
from the State, and there is no question 
that the 8tate's money in this case is well 
applied. 
"It is twenty years since I visited Santa 
Barbara, and I noticed but few of the old 
landm arks which were visible 
at that 
time. 
It is now a beautiful city, ami the 
people there think there ia no place equal 
to it. ’

SACRAMENTO AND THE STATE BOARD 
OF TRADE. 


Sacramento county is placed ia a humili­ 
ating position just now, by failure of finan • 
cial representation in the State Board of 
Trade. 
The county has been honored by 
the choice of President of the Board from 
its delegation, but that officer of the Board 
is now placed in the attitude of an official 
without a constituency. 
Of course, unless 
he is relieved from the predicament, he 
will, in good conscience, be compelled to 
resign, and in self-defense to give the 
reasons for his action. 
The Improvement 
Association has for two years paid the 
affiliation fees necessary to membership, 
but now finds itself unable to do so. 
It 
has notified the County Supervisors, and 
they reply that at the present they have 
not a fund upon which they can draw for 
the appropriation of so small a sum as 
$180 for a year’s dues. 
So far as that is 
concerned the Supervisors found it pos­ 
sible to give $500 for the celebration of 
the Fourth of July, with which appropri­ 
ation we find no fault. 
But it does seem 
that the Board might just as readily have 
found it possible to assure the State Board 
that it would pay the $180 needed so soon 
as the lund is replenished from which it 
must be drawn. 
It is very humiliating to 
have the name of a rich county knocked 
about in the State Board for failure of 
payment of so small a sum as that named. 
It is an entirely proper, economic and 
praiseworthy thing to do to affiliate with 
the State Board. 
Sacramento county was 
the pioneer in the State of organized effort 
to induce immigration, and publish abroad 
the advantages of the State. 
After all 
these years it cannot afford to leave the 
procession. 
The State Board is the best 
and most sensible agency that has been 
devised for the dissemination of informa­ 
tion concerning all sections of the State. 
It is, moreover, the most economic method 
that has yet been tried. 
Its “California 
on W heels” is one of the happiest thoughts 
ever born of wisdom in relation to the 
building up of the State. The Board itself 
is, besides sending the rolling exhibition 
all over the country, maintaining a fine 
exhibition of products in San Francisco, 
that is visited by tens of thousands of 
strangers annually. 
It addition, it has 
sent abroad literature of State production 
and home-seeking 
that 
has 
had the 
greatest value because it emanates from a 
reliable source, and is read by the people 
with confidence in its verity. 
We trust 
that the Supervisors will not hesitate a 
moment longer in the matter of affiliating 
with the State Board of Trade, and that 
6uch action will be taken at the very next 
meeting of the Board. 


I n Louisiana they have queer ideas of 
what constitutes a republican form of gov­ 
ernment. 
They have resolved to have 
primary elections under a law passed for 
the purpose, at which none but white 
people will be allowed 
to vote. 
The 
question to be decided is whether the lot­ 
tery issue shall be submitted by the le g is ­ 
lature to be specially convened for that 
purpose to a vote on a constitutional 
amendment for the chartering of lotteries 
by the legislative authority. 
Of course 
the blacks are taxed in Louisiana, but 
here is a matter of government in which 
they are distinctly forbidden representa­ 
tion, though it directly affects 
their 
property interests, and their ideas 
of 
what is the right policy of the .State in 
treatment of the lottery evil. 
It is really 
the first instance in which a Southern 
State has officially denied the right of the 
negro citizen to vote at any election. 
In 
all the past, repression of the colored vote 
has been outside of the law. 
Of course 
this action is in direct violation of the ob' 
ligation of the State to accord all the 
people within it the benefits and privi­ 
leges of a republican form of government. 
But it is unlikely that in Louisiana any 
colored citizen will have the temerity to 
interpose an objection to the proposed pro­ 
ceeding. 
If he should appeal to the 
courts under the Constitution of the United 
States, which by amendment makes him a 
citizen, his life and that of all his rela­ 
tives in Louisiana would be made in­ 
tolerable, and he would find that he had 
sacrificed himself and his house for a 
cause. 
There may be some one found who 
will make this sacrifice, but it is doubtful. 


FLORIN AND VICINITY. 


W liat th e F a rm ers a re D o in g —D em a n d 
fo r F ru it L an d s. 
John McNie writes from Florin to the 
R eco ed-U n io n , as follows: 
Haying is over, and baling and harvest­ 
ing are in full blast. The farmers are 
jubilant about Florin. The fruit crops are 
good. Grapes will be an enormous crop, 
and if the Florin Fruit Growers' Associa­ 
tion meets with the same success as last year 
there will be 100 carloads of grapes shipped 
from Florin this season. 
On Saturday two fruit farms of forty 
acres each belonging to Mrs. Oppenheim 
sold for $11,750 
There is quite a land 
boom around here. Florin cannot be ex­ 
celled for fruit. 
Everybody that has plum and apple- 
trees will notice that the sun on the south­ 
west side of tbe tree will burn the bark, 
and it will peel off and the borers will 
penetrate to the heart of the tree and kill 
it. Now, if they will take old sacks and 
wrap around the trunk and tie them with 
a cord (being careful not to use wire, for it 
is injurious to the tree), they wiil find that 
in one year the tree will heal all over, and 
the borers will be all gone. I have tried 
this plan and will convince anybody that 
will come to my place and see for himself. 
It doesn’t cost anything, and the sacks will 
last for three years. A man can sack 300 
trees per day, and the results of his labor 
will be enormous. 
George Nechie, who lives one mile and a 
half southeast of Florin, has a cow that 
gave birth last week to three calves. All 
are living and doing well.

There

pointed out, is an assault that, if tried 
upon the strikers' meetings and councils or 
their private business, would bring from 
them hot and indignant protest. 
It is 
lawless to put any man’s business in a state 
of siege, and the one great surprise is that 
the authorities of San Francisco have not 
ojiened their eyes to this truth. The cause 
of honest labor is injured by the picket 
system the Ironmolders’ Union has adopted 
It is indefensible, no matter bow viewed, 
and nothing can be said in its favor that 
does not excuse lawlessness. 
Working­ 
men, in the prosecution of legitimate 
schemes to benefit themselves, will always 
have much sympathy, but when they in­ 
timidate and establish a menace to their 
employers, they invoke weaponry that 
may be turned against them, and that is 
potent only for ill. 


T h e day is drawing near when the im­ 
provement election is to be held. 
We 
are assured that considerable opposition 
has developed to the proposition of public 
spirit and progrc-ssiveness. 
Mainly the 
opposition is the outcome of misappre­ 
hension of the question. 
By diligent can­ 
vass this may be removed, and the work 
of missionary eflbrt should therefore begin 
at once. 
A two-thirds vote is required to 
secure the desired end, and it therefore 
behooves every friend of improvement to 
start out in his neighborhood and make a 
thorough canvass among his neighbors. 
Some work of that kind will effect a great 
change of sentiment among the opponents 
of the proposition to have the city at large 
pav a fair share of the cost of street im­ 
provement. 
It might lie well to hold pub­ 
lic meetings in every ward immediately 
after the Fourth, that the subject may be 
discussed before the people.

AFTER THE DOYES. 


H ow the Season Opened Here—The r oves 
M ill Live. 
So far as the law in this county goes, the 
dove crop is ripe, and the harvesters were 
out yesterday in force. This class of fruit 
is picked with shotguns, but it doesn’t keep 
well, if the weather be hot, and often spoils 
before it can be got to market. 
There were probably fifty men and guns 
out yesterday in this vicinity gathering in 
dove3, each of whom had promised his 
maDy friends at least a dozen birds each. 
But if any were stopped in their flight they 
must have been lost in the weeds, for the 
citv was doveless last night—so far as could 
be learned. 
Some of the hunters came to grief, as 
usual. One, in particular, a somewhat 
loquacious knight of the razor and brash, 
who had talked "dove shoot” to his vic­ 
tims for months past. As the end of the 
close season drew near he became excited 
and nervous over the prospect of making a 
big bag of the toothsome birds on the 1st of 
July. As the warm June sun began to 
show itself over the Sierra summit yester­ 
day morning he was far on his way to­ 
ward “Ma-kos-me” river, his vehicle loaded 
down with ammunition, dog, grub and 
Bnffalo beer. 
When he reached the happy hunting 
ground he was so nervous, in his anxiety 
to begin the work of slaying the ferocious 
doves, that in loosing the horse’s halter he 
somehow tickled the animal's left ear. His 
touch had the effect of a concentrated bolt 
of electricity, and the horse began a war- 
aance. When it got through and started 
off through the fields the hunter picked 
himself up from the ground and began 
feeling to see if his nose and ears had been 
tramped off. He found they were not quite 
all gone—but his outfit had vanished. He 
found it later on, and gathered it up by the 
wayside in piecemeal. 
A good-natured rancher brought him 
home, but he has lost his enthusiasm about 
dove-shooting.

W ashington. July 1st.—The Navy appropri­ 
ation bill, as it finally passed, m akes liberal 
provision for the new fleet. Exclusive of about 
$15.000,000 for the routine expenses o f th e navy, 
an d for m iscellaneous purposes, this bill ap ­ 
propriates $8.121,000 for new ships. T he m ain 
portion of this sum is to be used as installm ents 
for beginning the construction o f three “ sea­ 
going, coast-line battle ships,” as the peculiar 
w ording of the Act has it, “designed to carry 
th e heaviest arm or and m ost powerful ord­ 
nance, upon the displacem ent of about 8,500 
tons, witli coal endurance of about 5,000 knots 
on a total coal capacity of th e m ost econom ical 
rate of speed, aud to have th e highest p ractica­ 
ble speed for vessels of th eir class.” T ney m ay 
cost, excluding th e arm am ent and speed pre­ 
m ium s, as m uch as $1,000,000 each, or $12,<00,000 
in all. Indications are th a t th e w ork of con­ 
structing the new vessels w ill be pushed. I t is 
said th at bids w ill be called for early in Septem ­ 
ber. If so, the others w ill probably be disposed 
o f w ithin th ree m ouths following, am i when 
Congress reassem bles in December, it will find 
all its present work fully takeu care of, aud the 
N avy D epartm ent w aitiue for more. 


M E X IC A N L A N D T IT L E S . 


T h e P re s id e n t H o p e* C o n g re ss W ill S et­ 
tle T h e m . 
W ashington. July 1st.—The President to-day 
transm itted to CoDgress the correspondence be 
tw een the D epartm ent of State and the M exican 
G overnm ent concerning th e rights of certain 
M exican citizens to have th eir claim s to lauds 
in Arizona an d New Mexico ceded to the 
U nited States by treaty adjusted aud confirmed. 
“ The United States,” says the President, “owes 
a duty to Mexico to confirm to h er citizens 
those valid grants th at w ere saved by treatv, 
an d the long delay w hich has attended the dis­ 
charge of this duty gives just cause for com­

The entire com m unity w here these 
large claim s exist, and indeed"all our people 
are interested in the early aud final settlem ent 
o f them . No greater incubus can rest upon the 
energies of the people or developm ent of a new 
country th an th at resulting from unsettled land 
titles. The necessity for legislation is so evi­ 
d en t and urgent th at I venture to express the 
hope th a t relief w ill be given a t th e present 
session of Congress."

A H o u se M in o rity R e p o rt A im e d a t th e 
S e n a te B ill. 
Washington, Ju ly 1st —Representative Adams 
of Illinois to-day subm itted a m inority report 
dissenting from th e views of the m ajority of the 
Committee on Judiciary upon the bill intended 
as a substitute for the sen ate “original package 
b ill.’’ To surrender the exercise of power by 
Congress to regulate com m erce to the Legisla­ 
tures of the several Slates th e report argues is to 
defeat the m ain purpose of its creation. This is 
th e vice of the Senate bill. It is ten fold the 
vice of the substitute. 
It tends to undo the 
m ost im portant work th at was done w hen the 
Union was formed. Congress can define an 
original package in which intoxicating liquors 
can be im ported into th e State. 
Such legisla­ 
tive definition would at once render impossible 
th e establishm ent of the so cal ed original pack­ 
age |saloon—the only serious evil w hich can 
lossibly arise out o f the recent decision of the 
Suprem e Court.

W ashington, July 1st.—The House to day re­ 
sum ed ihe consideration o f the Federal election 
bill, the pending am endm ent being th at ofiered 
by L ehlbach, providing th a t th e chief super­ 
visor of Flection for each Judicial D istrict of 
the United States shall take such action as is 
requisite to secure such supervision in every 
Congressional D istrict as is provided by th e laws 
ot the United States. 
Considerable discussion followed. 
H ill of Illinois satirically tw itted the Demo­ 
crats for denouncing the bill and then rushing 
pell rnell in support of th e proposition w hich 
m ade the provisions of the m easure com pulsory 
instead of voluntar}-. 
Mr. Stone of Missouri m ade a Constitutional 
argum ent against the bill. 
The m en who thirty years ago w ith rifles in 
th eir bauds sought to destroy th e autonom y of 
the nation w ere i o m ore guilty of high treason 
th an were the m en who assem ble under the 
m arble arches and bulging dom e of this Capi­ 
tol, and who were seeking and plotting to de­ 
stroy the autonom y of the States. 
F inally, on a rising vote, Lehlback’s am end­ 
m ent was rejected. Tellers w ere dem anded 
and the am endm ent lost by a vote of 138 to 132. 
H em phill of South Carolina offered an am end­ 
m ent elim inating from the bill the provisions 
for United States Boards of Canvassers, and pro­ 
viding th at from returns the C hief Supervisor 
shall tabulate and forward to the Speaker of the 
House, to be subm itted by him to the House, th e 
results as they appear therefrom in each Con­ 
gressional district under his jurisdiction in 
w hich tills Act shall have been in force. 
Mills of Texas pointed out the dangers w nich 
m ight arise from the application of the law. 
Suppose the House w as Dem ocratic by twenty- 
five m ajority, and ¿his was so show n by the 
certificates of the various Governors—suppose 
th e Supervisors certified twenty-five the other 
way aud the Clerk of the House acted upon this 
certificate, w hat w ould be the result? The 
gentlem en ought not to forget, he said, th a t this 
was an Anglo-Saxon race. T hat race has al­ 
ways been jealous of its rights and bold to assert 
them , aud never counted the cost of doing so. 
C aruth ot K entucky asked w hat had the Re­ 
publican party done for the negroes at the close 
ot the w ar 
They were shelterless, and it gave 
them no shelter. They were hungry, and it fed 
them not. 
They were naked, and it clothed 
them not. W hen they attem pted to save money 
for a rainy day, the Republican party, w ith the 
organized Freedm an’s Bank, stole th e first 
fruits of th eir labor. 
Dolliver of Iow a believed the tim e had come 
w hen the Republicah party m ust discharge not 
only its promises t ut its duty to the Am erican 
people, ¿and he trusted the Republican party 
would stand as one m an for the sanctity of 
Am erican citizenship. 
Mason of Illinois said the Republican party 
had given the negro feet to walk w ith, and no 
board or plank to w alk on. The South counted 
th e negro w hen the census was taken, and the 
R epublicans now proposed to do him justice 
and let him vote. 
Wilson of West V irginia said there never had 
been and never could be any bill which would 
strike a m ore dangerous blow at th e very ele­ 
m ents aud foundation of freegovem m ent. The 
gentlem en on the other side dsred not strike at 
the freedom o f the press, but they did attem nt 
to strike down th e freedom of representation in 
the House. 
B utterw orth at this point presented the con­ 
ference report on the legislative appropriation 
bill, and the House voted to adhere to its non- 
cancurrence in the Senate am endm ents, regard­ 
ing the Senators, clerks, etc. 
Lodge then offered an am endm entto th e elec­ 
tion bill, providing th at as soon as the Certifi­ 
cate Board m ade public any person w ho was a 
candidate for election, he m ay, by m otion be­ 
fore th e United Stales Circuit court having ju ­ 
risdiction is his district, contest the correctness 
of the certificate m ade by the Board, and de­ 
m and an exam ination and com pilation of the 
returns 
The returning officers having pro­ 
duced before the Circuit Court ail the returns, 
reports, tickets, and all evidence on w hich it 
acted in advance in aw aiting the certificates, 
th e Circuit Court shall thereupon determ ine 
aud certify th at the person show n is entitled to 
the certificate. Also an am endm ent providing 
th a t if there be an appeal from the decision of 
th e United States Board of < auvassts to the 
Circuit Court, the Clerk ot the House shall place 
on the rolls as representative-elect the nam e of 
the person certified by such Court as entitled to 
his seat. 
The am endm ents were agreed to. 
H em phill's am endm ent was lost—yeas 137, 
nays 144. Lehlbach of New Jersey and Cbeadie 
of Indiana, both Republicans, voted w itb the 
Democrats. 
Buckalew of P ennsylvania m oved to strike 
ou t Section 38, w hich changes th e law so as to 
place the selection o( iurors in the hands of the 
Clerks of Court*. Adopted—yeas 140, nays 134. 
F rank, H arm ar, Lehlbach an d Lind voted w ith 
the Democrats in the affirmative. 
Tucker of V irginia offered an am endm ent 
th a t when the applications for Supervisors were 
m ade, the ch ief Supervisor shall lay the appli­ 
cations before the Circuit Court. The Court 
shall fix the day for the consideration of the 
m atters set forth in the application, giving at 
least ten days’ notice. If on hearing the Court 
shall be of the opinion th at a fair and free regis­ 
tration w ill not be held, and th a t there is ne­ 
cessity for Federal supervision, the Court shall 
grant the application. In passing upon the ap­ 
plication the Judge of the Circuit Court shall 
associate w ith him the Judge of the District 
Court, ai.d unless both Judges concur in grant­ 
ing the application it shall be dism issed aud no 
further proceedings be takeu. 
Pending a vote the House took a recess.
